Feb. 19.-—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] That the United 
States government is secretly fa- 

voring the cause of Gen. Villa was 

made plain this afternoon, when 

Thomas D. Edwards, American Con- 

sul at Juarez, announced that Villa's 

methods were in strict accord with 
the policy of the authorities at Wash- 
ington. 

EDWARDS'S CAUTION. 
Much has been printed about a 
lack of cordiality between Villa and 

Carranza, but the fact of the matter 

is that Villa accomplishes results 

and that he does not deal with his 
enemies in a manner approved by 

Americans shows that he alone is 

master of the situation,” said the 

Consul. “Villa may have left to Car- 

ru naa the minor details of perfecting 

the civil government, but the country 
is looking to Villa to produce the 
real results, and he is doing it. 

“In answer to your question I will 
not say that I am a Villacista, but I 
do say that he is doing the only thing 
possible under the circumstances. In 
my dispatches to the department all 
this has been explained, and I have 
been assured that my actions have 
received the approbation of the de- 
partment chiefs. No American news-

Villa can enter Mexico without danger 
of execution,. and I cannot do any- 
thing to prevent it. I cannot depart 
from my fixed policy,” he added. 
THE BENTON INCIDENT. 


The outburst on the part of the rep- 
resentative of the United States came 
when he was asked what measures 
he had taken to protect a number of 
American citizens held in jail in 
Juarez on the charge. of being sus- 
picious persons. 

Among those thus incarcerated is 
William 8. Benton, a British subject, 
the wealthy owner.of the Hacienda 
Remedics, near Santa Ysabel, in 
Western Chihuahua, who disappeared 
suddenly yesterday a few minutes 
after he had told Villa to his face 
that he did not approve of the Mexi- 
can general's action in “confiscating 
cattle and other property of value.” 

Benton, who has lived in Mexico 
for thirty years, is said to have re- 
ferred to certain incidents in the past 
life of Villa to show that Villa simply 
had followed previous methods, and 
that “confiscation” is only another 
name for stealing. 

From that moment Benton disap- 
peared, and, while Villa and his men 
assert that the Briton has not been 
arrested, there are reasons to suspect 
that the prisoner was quietly executed 
last night. 

Benton was a subject-of Great Brit- 
ain and the English Ambassador at 
Washington has been asked. to in- 


the case. 
CASE OF BAUCH. 
Another prisoner whose fate still 
is in doubt is Gustave Bauch, an 
American, who was discovered incar- 
cerated in a dark cell on the charge 
that he was a spy of the Federals. 

Friends of the prisoner in some 
manner succeeded in getting Consul 
Edwards to call upon the suspect, 
but by orders of Villa, Bauch was 
cautioned against saying anything 
that might implicate his captors in 
a violation of international law. 

Ancther alleged victim of Villa's 
wrath, according to a story told by 
a released prisoner, was C. R. Till- 
man, who sold post cards to tourists, 
and who is said to have been stripped 
of his clothing and allowed to freeze 
to death while his effects were being 
searched for evidence that he was 
carrying messages either for Huerta 
or Carranza. 

STILL ANOTHER. 

Domingg Flores, another American 
citizen, born of Latin parentage, was 
reported dying at midnight, but Villa 
refused to allow anyone to see him. 
All these cases have been brought to 
the notice of the officials ofjthe con- 
sulate, but it is notorious on both 
sides of the river that anyone need- 
ing the services of an American con- 
sular agent can never find one when 
really needed, despite departmental 
regulations as to hours of service. 


EDWARDS'S APOLOGY. 


“Villa cannot be bothered with 
petty complaints, and it would de 
imprudent for anyone to pry into his 
affairs. He is doing the best he can 
under the circumstances and all of 
these things have been reported to 
the department at Washington, and 
thus far have met with full ap- 
proval.“ was Edwards's statement. 

A PRECEDENT. . 

Rumors were in circulation at the 
Juarez cuarte! this afternoon that the 
American War Department had prom- 
ined to follow the precedent set at 
the time of Maximilian, when dis- 
carded American arms were left 
where the rebels, then commanded by 
Gen. Juarez, were afterwards able to 
seize them and effect the downfall of 
the government at Mexico City.

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 19.—The Set- 
tler“ Reclaiming and Operating 
Company today filed a petition in 
Common Pleas Court that the Cali- 
fornia and Idaho Company: W. 8. 
Kuhn, its president, and the board of 
directors be restrained from releasing 
a guarantee of the California and 
Idaho Company's bonds and return- 


ing collateral now held by the Amer- 
jean Water Works and Guarantee 
Company on a mortgage for 43,738, 
000. The application will be argued 
before Judge J. A. Evans Februafy 26. 

According to the petition, the Cali- 
fornia and Idaho Company was or- 
ganized to reclaim, cultivate and im- 
prove land in Lincoln and Gooding 
counties, Idaho, and to establish irri- 
gating systems. It has a capital stock 
of $10,000,000, 66 per cent. of which 
is owned by the American Water 
Works and Guarantee Company. 

An issue of $6,500,000 first mort- 
gage bonds was secured by 100,000 
shares of the capital stock of the Sac- 
ramento Valley Irrigation. Company 
and 5100 shares of the Twin Falls 
North Side Land and Water Company. 
By conveyance to the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company of New York and 
J. D. O' Neil of all lands and fran- 
chises thereafter acquired by the de- 
fendant company payment of princi- 
pal and interest was guaranteed by 
the American Water Works and 
Guarantee Company, which pledged 
.$12,952,000' in securities. 

The American company passed into 
the hands of receivers last July and 
stockholders of interested companies 
formed a committee to protect their 
interests. This committee, it is al- 
leged, intends to separate their cor- 
poration from the ownership and con- 
trol of the American Water Works 
and Guarantee Company whereby 
contemplating the release of the guar- 
antes. 

It is further stated that there is a 
movement to reorganize the American 
Water Works and Guarantee Com- 
pany into a new company with a cap- 
{tal stock of $20,000,000. The court 
is asked to restrain the reorganiza- 
tion and also to restrain the defend- 
ant company from voting in favor of 
the cancellation of the defendants’ 
contract with the water works com- 
pany.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Chair-

It aggre- 
gates $18,947,000, exclusive of per- 
manent appropriations, an increase of 
$960,000 over last year’s total. 

The bill is accompanied dy the 
most comprehensive report ever sub- 
mitted by the committee. 

Many radical changes are proposed 
in the measure, including reorganiza- 
tion of the Weather Bureau and 
preparation by the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture of a plan for reorganizing 
and systematizing the department 
work so as to better co-ordinate its 
various activities. 

The bill appropriates $25,000 to en- 
courage and ald in the agricultural 
development of the government recla- 
mation projects through demonstra- 
tions and advice to settlers, of whom 
there are 15,000 families from all 
parts of the country, and an increase 
of $25,000 over the present appro- 
priation is provided for co-operation 
of States in the protection from fire 
of forested of navigable | 
streams. 

To increase the public benefits from 
the national forests, the bill would 
authorize the Secretary of Agriculture 
to rent or lease to responsible per- 
sons or corporations, for not exceed- 
ing twenty years, portions of ground 
for construction of hotels, summer 
residences, stores or other bulldings 
for recreation or convenience.

Gen. John Chast and that an active 
investigation by the military authori- 
tiles was in progress. Capt. Danks 
sald it has not been determined 
whether or not the alleged outrage 
was the act of militiamen. : 

Gustav was brought into the in- 
vestigation chamber by his mother, 
Mm Victoria Yeskeneki.

The 
world’s demand for wheat and con- 
sumption thereof so closely balances 
its production from year to year that 
there is not a legitimate occasion for 
violent fluctuations in the price of 
that necessity.” 

The constantly changing price to 
the farmer and the continued high 
price to the consumer, it was asserted, 
are due to the manipulations of the 
purchase and sale of the wheat by the 
three organizations named. Each of 
the three, it is charged, is a monopoly 
controlling wheat prices.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.-——Asser- 
tion of the power of the. Federal 
government under the Constitution to

Permits then would be 
given only to concerns that are in- 
corporated as public utilities under 
State laws to safeguard the interests 
of the public from discrifiinations, 
monopolies and other evils which 
such statutes throughout the nation 
generally aim to prevent.

Secretary Garrison is confident the 
policy will not be abused in any way 
by the States, as has often been 
charged by advocates of strict nation- 
al regulation. By giving permits only 
to concerns that are public utilities, 
duly incorporated as such, the proj- 
ects are brought under the immediate 
supervision of State public utilities 
commissions, but States whose laws 
governing public utilities are inade- 
quate and do not protect the public 
from practices of monopoly and dis- 
erimination would not be the recipi- 
ents of Federal permits.

TO OPEN CANAL 
THE COMING FALL. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Presi- 
dent Wilson expects ships to be pass- 
ing through the Panama Canal this 
coming fall and much before the for- 
mal opening in January. He let it 
be known today that for that rea- 
son he had every reason to be con- 
fident that Congress would repeal the 


exemption clause of the Panama law. 

The President said today that it 
seemed to be the universal view of 
European countries that the United 
States wal breaking the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty by the exemption in the 
present Panama Canal act, though no 
official views to that effect had been 
presented during his administration. 
He reiterated that the United States 
was in honor bound to obey the 
spirit of the treaty and denied that 
his insistence for a repeal was in any 
way aimed to “placate” Great Britain. 

The President remarked that there 
Was no necessity of placating Great 
Britain as Great Britain was not in 
the mood to require it, being on the 
friendliest terms with the United 
States. 

The President again stated that he 
would not send any message to Con- 
gress on the question. He expressed 
the view that there would be no se- 
rious opposition in Congress to the 


repeal. 

President Wilson talked with Sen- 
ator Kern, majority leader, who said 
afterward that the Senate first would 
dispose of the arbitration treaties 
promptly and probably take up the 
tolls question tmmediately thereafter. 
He thought it probable that the Sen- 
ate would act on the repeal before 
the House did. 

Although Mr. Kern voted for the 
exemption, he said today the Presi- 
dent had told him of various inter- 
national phases of the question which 
were not before the Senate when the 
Panama Cana! act was passed. 

House leaders, it was announced, 
desire some announcement or mes- 
sage to Congress by the President 
before reversing themselves on the 
tolls question so as to be able to 
make clear to their constituents that 
internatfonal circumstances had arisen 
requiring a change. 

Representative _ Underwood, it is 
understood, while still believeing in 
the tolle exemption, will not organ- 
ize any opposition to the President 
in the House. 

Representative Palmer, chairman 
of the Democratic caucus, said today 
that he had voted against the exemp- 
tion and he would work actively 
for its repeal. 

Chairman Henry of the House 
Rules Committee went to the White 
House and offered the President his 
help in expediting both the tolls ques- 
tien and the trust bills. He said he 
believed both the House and Senate 
would repeal the exemption clause 
within the next sixty days, and he 
expected the trust bills to be out of 
the House within the next month. 

Senators Simmons and Overman 
talked with the President and, al- 
though both voted for the exemption, 
they said they would change their 
pesitions, because they believed the 
foreign policy required it. Senator 
Shively of Indiana took the same 
stand He also discussed the arbitra- 
tion treaties and assured the Presi- 
dent he expected little difficulty in 
having them ratified.

New Group of Persons Affected by 

Law Requiring Payments on Par- 

tial Returns Last Year. 

Collector of Internal Revenue 
Carter made public additional regula- 
tion yesterday concerning the income 
tax to the effect that individuals 
whose net income for the last ten 
months of 1913, excluding the amount 
received as dividends on corporate 
stocks, is in excess of $2500 must 
make a return to the collector. This 
must be done although his specific 
exemption might be sufficient to ex- 
cept him from the payment of the 
tax.

The hunt for the lost 
treasure, she says, was started last 
November arrival in Papeete 
of Duncan orth from Sydney. 
He had maps and charts showing 
where the $85,000,000 in gold lies 
buried, having obtined the drawings 
from a sea captain when the old tar 
lay dying in a hospital in Bydney. 

Ballsworth wes granted permission 
to hun for the treasure by the 
French government of the islands, 
and he made two attempts to find the 
island, *““Tihoche,” on which the gold 
is hidden. 

The secret became public and now 
every resident who can get away, 
says Madame Chapman, is 
the saa of unearthing the yellow 
hoa 


According to the story of Batis- 
worth the treasure ship left Peru 
about forty years ago with four 
priests aboard. The chest of gold was 
church money. The priests undertook 
to convoy it to safety, because Peru 
was then at war with Chile, and they 
feared the gold would de stolen by 
the Chileans. 

The vessel was a sailing ship. The 
crew mutinied, threw the priests 
overboard, and then fought among 
themselves’ until only sfx remained. 
These buried the gold on “Tinoche.” 

Four of these six men, while in 
San Francisco, were arrested for 
their part in mutiny and convicted, 
while the other two, one of whom 
fave the charts and maps to Ban 
worth, remained alone in Australia 
with their sécret. They attempted to 
lift the money later, but were pre- 
vented by fear of exposure and ar- 
rest.
